| just received a briefing at the RCMP Division Emergency Operations Center (DEOCC) respecting the Bow River

Latest update from the POC 


POC Event Update — Southern Alberta Flooding (as of 1400hrs 20 June 2013) 


What Has Occurred: An intense weather system moving through southern Alberta has brought heavy rains and 
resulted in multiple serious flooding events. Several roads have been closed as a result of the flooding and several 
communities are either cut-off or at risk of being cut-off. Areas affected include; the Town of Canmore, Municipal 
District of Bighorn, Hamlet of Exshaw, Town of Black Diamond, Town of High River, Town of Turner Valley, the 

Village of Kananaskis the Municipality of Crowsnest Pass, the Town of Cochrane, the City of Calgary, the City of 
Lethbridge, and Lethbridge County. Possibly linked to high water on the Sheep River, a sour gas pipeline has 
ruptured near the Town of Turner Valley. As a result, local authorities have advised the population to shelter in place 
until the pipeline has been shut in. Power and communications services have been disrupted throughout the affected 
area and the Amateur Radio Emergency Service (ARES) has been engaged to assist with establishing lines of 
communication where needed. The RFC is forecasting river levels throughout the province to meet or exceed the 
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levels seen during the 2005 flood event. Water levels are expected to peak later this afternoon or this evening. 


Who is Involved / Affected: Town of Canmore, RCMP, Fire Department, CP Rail, AB Transportation, MD of Bighorn, 
Town of Black Diamond, Town of High River, Town of Turner Valley, Village of Kananaskis, Municipality of Crowsnest 
Pass. City of Calgary, City of Lethbridge, Town of Cochrane, Alberta Transportation, Alberta Health Services, and 
Alberta Energy Regulator (AER). 


Location (with mapping If available): 
Overview 


Area between Canmore and Exshaw 


Town of Canmore, Cougar Creek at Bow Valley Trail, 
Turner Valley and Black Diamond. 


Initial Time of Event: 0225hrs 18 June 2013 


Latest Information Source & Time Received: AEMA Field Officer reports between 0230-1400hrs 20 June. Call from 
ERCB at 1100hrs reporting a rupture In a sour gas line near Turner Valley. 


Health Impacts: None at this time, however isolation of communities has the potential to impair EMS response. 
Alberta Health Services is positioning additional assets in Turner Valley in case the town becomes Isolated. 
Residents of Turner Valley have been advised to shelter in place as a result of a ruptured sour gas line near the 
Sheep River. At this time no hospitals within the region have been forced to evacuate. 


Evacuations: 


Canmore 

There Is the potential for approximately 90 residents that back onto Cougar Creek to be evacuated. The municipality 
has gone door to door to inform those at highest risk of the situation and provide guidance on actions should they 
need to evacuate. 


MD of Bighorn (Hamlet of Exshaw) 
Approximately 50 people have been evacuated to the Exshaw municipal office. The total population of the Hamlet is 
approximately 360 persons. 


Turner Valley 
30 low-lying homes have been evacuated due to flooding. The rest of the population has been advised to shelter in 
place as a result of the sour gas leak near the Sheep River. 


High River 
It is reported that a significant portion of High Level has been flooded, forcing evacuations. The size of the area and 
the number of persons affected remains to be confirmed. 
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Local Authority Emergency Operation Centre (EOC) Activated: The Town of Canmore, Municipal District of Bighorn, 
and the Town of Turner Valley, have activated their EOCs. The towns of Cochrane, Black Diamond and High River 
along with the village of Kananaskis, the Municipality of Crowsnest Pass, the County of Rocky View, City of 
Lethbridge, and the City of Calgary have activated their EOCs.

Current Responses & by Which Agencies: 


Town of Canmore: Cougar Creek has overrun its banks and Is causing flooding throughout the town site. RCMP have 
closed Hwy 1 westbound and eastbound at Deadmans Flats. Regular vehicles have a detour access but semi-trucks 
are being stopped. There are approximately 20 stranded motorists and one RCMP officer (on the highway) now being 
rescued by helicopter and conservation officers from Kananaskis Country. RCMP will divert traffic to the Three 
Sisters Parkway on the westbound point and through the town on the eastbound point. ACP Rail line has also been 
washed out. The municipality has notified CP Rail of the incident. The Town of Canmore is currently monitoring 
another subdivision east on Cougar Creek and Hwy 1A. Access to that community has been partially cut off by the 
Hwy 1 closure. Secondary access is over a bridge that is currently sound, but is being assessed later today to 
determine structural integrity. If the bridge is unsafe, the municipality will have impacted residents in the subdivision 
(approximately 300-400 homes) ‘shelter in place’. RCMP are diverting traffic on to the Three Sisters Parkway on the 
westbound point and through the town on the eastbound point. The municipality has notified CP Rail of awashed 
out rail line in town. There are concerns the Three Sisters Creek may overflow, if this occurs a firefighter paramedic 
will be placed in the area for immediate response If required. Heavy equipment is being used to shore up the banks 
near bridges. A public information line has been set up at 403-678-1551. A local cell tower has gone down and Is 
beginning to affect communications in the area. 


Municipal District of Bighorn: The Hamlet of Exshaw Is now isolated due to closures on both Highways 1 and 1A. 
There are approximately 360 residents in the hamlet, which is currently without power. They are currently running on 
generators and will require fuel soon. They have evacuated 50 residents to the municipal district office. Another 10 
homes have been evacuated in the Hamlet of Benchlands. The MD is attempting to source sandbags from Banff, but 
if none can be found, a request will be put in with the province. Flood water has infiltrated the water treatment 
system at Harvie Heights. This system is used commercially and no private residences will be affected. The affected 
commercial users have been notified. Generator fuel ahs been sourced and Is not an immediate concern. 


Turner Valley: The Sheep River has risen from 55cm to 250cm as of 0200hrs and is still rising. There are concerns 
the town may be cut off, and AHS have positioned additional resources in the town site as a precaution. Their EOC 
has activated and a voluntary evacuation order has been issued for approximately 40 homes. No reception centre 
has been opened. High water levels were causing a concern at the sewage lift station, but use of a vacuum truck has 
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helped the situation. AER has reported the rupture of a sour gas line near the Sheep River. As a result, the nearby 
population has been advised to shelter in place until such time as the line has been shut in. Red Cross is dispatching 
Staff to the area. 


Black Diamond: The Town of Black Diamond has declared a SOLE and has activated their EOC. Public works 
received permission from Alberta Transportation to dig a trench across Hwy 22 west of town In order to divert 
floodwater from the town back Into the river. 


High River: Significant flooding has occurred in the middle of the town site (levels of 3-4 feet reported). An unknown 
number of residents are being evacuated by boat and power has been lost for approximately half of the town. Phone 
service has been lost. The Provincial Building has been flooded and is down. Red Cross is dispatching staff to the 
area. 


Kananaskis: Areas in and around the village are experiencing overland flooding and Hwy 40 has been closed due to 
damaged bridges at Hood Creek and Rocky Creek. Debris has been reported across the roadway In several 
locations. The Hwy 40 closure has an unknown number of guests at Delta Lodge and area campgrounds Isolated. 
They have been asked to shelter in place until such time as the road can be re-opened. The EOC Is located south of 
the road closure and cannot be accessed. Local authorities are operating a “virtual” EOC for the time being. 


Municipality of Crowsnest Pass: The acting DEM is intending to issue aSOLE. There are reportedly 10 homes and 
two bridges at high risk due to flooding. ASOLE has been declared and the EOC has been activated. Ten homes 
have been Identified as being at risk and are being evacuated. A Reception Centre has been set up at the Coleman 
Sports Centre. The local fire department has responded to several fires (believed to have been caused by downed 
power lines). Two road bridges and a rallway bridge have been declared unsafe and closed to traffic. CP has been 
advised of the rail bridge closure. 


Town of Cochrane: Cochrane is experiencing localized flooding, but are managing. They have activated their EOC 
and have declared a SOLE. Areception Centre has been established at Frank Willis Hall. Approximately 40 people 
are being evacuated from the Lac des Arcs area and transported to the Reception Centre. Water levels on the storm 
sewer ponds are high, however levels on the Bow River are within manageable limits. 


City of Lethbridge: The City of Lethbridge has declared a SOLE and activated their EOC. A Reception Centre has 
been opened at the County Administration building at #100, 905 4th Avenue South downtown. .An AEA has been 
issued warning residents of flash flood conditions. Several local schools have closed for the day and are sending 
students home on busses. 


Sundre: Town of Sundre has been in contact with the RFC, and the water levels being forecast are at historical highs 
and as a result have declared a SOLE. Local authorities have directed the evacuation of homes on the east side of 
the river. The numbers of people affected by this remains to be confirmed. 


Alberta Emergency Management Agency (AEMA) Actions: 

The POC was brought to Operational Level 3 at 0800hrs and a media event has been scheduled to be held at the POC 
at 1430hrs 20 June. Three AEMA Field Officers have been deployed to the affected areas and continue to report back 
to the POC. 


Analysis / Assessment: This is a rapidly changing, complex operational environment. The scope and scale of the 
pressures being felt across the region are significant, but being managed by local authorities to the best of their 
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abilities. The POC Is working to obtain broad situational awareness in order to properly coordinate the many GoA 
resources that are already directly and indirectly responding to the situation. 


As more information becomes available a POC Event Update will be issued.

Good morning to you all - we are currently working on a BN to NOC with respect to our situation here In Alberta. In 
the meantime, | thought | should give you a sense of what's occurring here for us - particularly In the south western 
portion of the province. 


Last night | asked that we place all of our Districts and Traffic Units on alert due to the heavy rainfall last night and 
more rain expected today. 


We also asked Detachment management to reach out to community officials for planning purposes should flooding 
occur. Each Detachment In the high risk areas In conjunction with their community partners were asked to 
commence a monitor and response plan in the event they were required to mobilized. 


The precipitation in the last 24-48 hours has resulted in significant flooding in the Southwestern Foothills as a result 
of heavy rainfall last night. Currently, a SOLE has been declared by the Town of Canmore and the Municipal District of 
Bighorn. In the vicinity of Canmore, Highway 1 has been closed due to flooding at the Cougar Creek junction, and the 
CP Rail line has been closed due to reported washouts. 


The Hamlet of Exshaw Is presently isolated as a result of flooding that has forced the closure of Highway 1A. Other 
communities in the Banff - Calgary foothills area are also reporting flooding, Including Black Diamond and Turner 
Valley. There was a mudslide west of Banff and the highway has also been flooded at that point, as well, and traffic 
cannot pass even if the mud has been cleared. 


More landslides, road and rail washouts are likely if the precipitation continues to be heavy, especially in areas with 
steep slopes. 


Obviously within the next several days these high water levels will be reaching much further down stream in the 
eastern parts of the province. 


We are currently sifting through Information from AEMA, Environment Canada and other government agencies and 
we will forward all salient information to you. We are also deploying STO resources to assist in the evacuation of 
areas threatened by flooding. 


The BN should be forthcoming shortly.
